SIMS’ DIAGNOSIS 


Chiefs Skipped War 
College, Reason.

Washington, D. C., Nov. 138.—[Spe 
cial. J—Ignorance is what is the matter 
with many of, the highups in the Amer- 
ican navy, Admiral William Snowden 
Sims, retired, told the Mitchell court 
martial today. 

That goes for Admiral Samvel Shel- 
burne Robinson, commander of the 
United States fleet, and a majority of 
the members of the nayy general 
board, because, according to Sims, 
they have never attended the naval 
war. college at Newport. 

Since they lack that training, Ad 
miral Sims said, they could only be 
described as “ hidebound, ree, uD- 
educated men.” 


Afraid to Criticize. 

“When a naval officer criticizes the 
navy, the difficulty is not that he is 
directly menaced,” Admiral Sims told 
the court. “The influence his crit- 
icismns will have on his promotion 
thereafter is the peril.” 

This testimony was in support of 
Col. Mitchell's charge that, because 
of ulterior effects, many iaval officers 
fear to utter their cor.victions on pol- 
icles. 

Of the future of sea warfare, Sims 
said:

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SUPERIOR COURT 
FREES PRISONER

Declaring that justice had been 
mocked by Municipal Judge John H.

TEACH CHILDREN 
TRADE IN SCHOOL, 
BUILDER URGES 


To overcome the increasing shortage 
of skilled building trades workers Ger- 
hardt Meyne, Chicago building contrac 
tor, speaking yesterday at the opening 
session of the American Construction 
council, declared the rudiments of each 
building trade should be taught in the 
public schools. 

The shortage of mechanics is be- 
coming more acute each year he said, 


and is about to reach a climax that 
will be a menace to the building in- 
dustry of the country. 

“Tt is just as essential to prepare 
young men to handle the future of the 
nation’s building industry as it is to 
prepare youths for professional! careers, 
Mr. Meyne pointed out. 

“The states owe that debt to the 
tax paying public. There should be try- 
out tests, say in the sixth and seventh 
grades, and if the student showed an 
nclination toward building work he 
should be encouraged and taught the 
trade he desired to learn. 

“When the student completed his 


‘paper work’ he then could be ap-| 
prenticed to some building contractor | 
to learn the practical end of the work.”’ | 

Oscar W. Rosenthal, bead of the| 
Builders’ Association of Chicago, as- 
serted that before a program of that 
kind could be realized the “ fly-by-
